As for the problem with pops/clicks on keying. Check with several different 
types of headphones. The audio circuit I have found to be some times critical 
of what type of headphones you are using. Also SWR values can effect the 
keying heard in the phones.

Dear FCC officers: 


In light of recent events, I feel compelled to again comment with new 
emphasis regarding Docket 03-104, covering expanded BPL service. 


To preface my comments, I am an electrical engineer, and part of my 
graduate school curriculum was electrical power generation and 
distribution. 


With the recent blackout in the eastern parts of the US and Canada, it has 
become obvious that the electric power utilities are in dire need of 
modernization. This has been noted at many points in the past, but this 
past week, it became obvious that the condition of the North American 
power grid is far worse than believed. 


Still, these same power companies wish to provide high-speed internet 
access to their customers while their ability to reliably provide 
electrical power is apparently quite suspect. 


At the same time as the blackout was demonstrating the problems with the 
power grid, and cellular phone systems were becoming useless due to 
overuse, one of the groups that would be MOST harmed by BPL's use - 
amateur radio operators - were donating their time, skill, and 


personally-purchased equipment to provide much-needed communications 
support to emergency serices (fire, police), service agencies (Red Cross), 
and the general public. 


...as ham radio operators have unselfishly done countless times in the 
past... 


Yet at this time, it is these same ham radio operators who have provided 
public service free of cost whose allocated frequencies are literally 
"under attack" by the spectre of BPL. 


BPL will splatter RF noise from approximately 2-80 MHz over much of the 
country, rendering these frequencies nearly useless for amateur or nearly 
any other service...and there are a LOT of users, including commercial 
aviation, hams, the military, radio astronomers, the Dept. of Commerce, 
the Coast Guard, and many others. 


Many of these users are from licensed services, such as amateur radio. 
Remember that if hams are subject to interference, it is the 
responsibility of the source of interference to cease this interference. 


The only way to eliminate BPL interference is to shut it off completely. 


Further, any system that radiates, due to the law of reciprocity, is 

also capable of receiving energy. All of those legally present 
transmitted signals would serve to interfere with BPL systems and users, 
and it would be the responsibility of the power companies to resolve these 
complaints by performing modifications on their own system. 


Additionally, let it be known that, historically speaking, many power 
companies have very poor track records with ceasing the interference 
caused to ham operators simply through their ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION 
equipment. Adding BPL to their plates would only complicate matters. 


In a world of fiber-optic cable, satellites, and cable modems, BPL is 
neither a good idea nor necessary. 


BPL's mere use would cause millions of licensed users of the HF spectrum 
to effectively go silent, and would pollute the HF spectrum in ways that 
could only be considered irresponsible at best, criminal at worst. 


Finally, imagine a country with no volunteer ham operators. In today's 
world, hams are a valuable line of defense in ensuring national security. 


Hams provide communications support, free of charge, in times of natural 
and other disasters (witness the thousands of volunteer ham hours given in 
the support of 9/11). 


Where is the protection for licensed operators who are supposed to be 
protected from interference sources?

Now imagine trying to communicate through it. 


It is time to tell the power companies this is NOT a good idea, simply 
because it is NOT a good idea unless it can coexist with other systems... 
which it simply cannot! 


It's time to tell the POWER companies to work on providing reliable POWER, 
NOT to offer us a redundant, very flawed broadband option. 


Please vote to reject the implementation of BPL.

In times past, CW was still a valid means of communication, but today, it 

has no application outside of the Amateur community that I am aware of. It 
has been argued in the past that it is efficient in low-power situations, 

but now, we have more efficient modes such as PSK31. 


The only real reason I can think of, and to me it's not that good, is that 
in a real emergency situation, all computers could be down, nothing 
electronically functioning, but if you have a battery, 1 watt CW rig, you 
can communicate. But then some will say, a laptop, 1watt PSK31 rig and you 
can communicate. 


I hope I am missing something here, but can anyone give me powerful weapons 
for the battle? 


Oh, the only other reason that I have heard is that it keeps dummies off 
the air because it's too hard to learn. *If* that is true, why not push for 
harder theory and operational tests that will be applicable to everyone, 
not just CWer's, it has been told to me.

In that case I would like to add, the laptop's battery will run out probably 
much sooner than even a small battery for a radio would. Taking the FT-817 as 


an example, it draws about 1 A at 9-15 V DC on 1 W transmit (about half of 
that current drain is for things not related to the actual transmission). A 7 
Ah SLA battery is perfectly possible to carry around as it weighs about the 
same as a half gallon of water - how many haven't been out camping carrying 
something like that? That will get you many hours of useful operating time at 
1/2 or 1 W power output. With a more efficient transceiver like the K2, you 
could go on almost forever with such a battery, perhaps charged using solar 
panels. 


Yes, PSK31 and other modes like that are great for as long as you are able to 
use a computer. But in a dire emergency - imagine a large power outage akin 
to the recent one on the East coast, combined with another "9/11" kind of 
attack - well, I wouldn't count on more than a few hours at most of computer 
operating without very special arrangements. I would rather up the power a 
little on my CW transmitter, go to a narrower bandwidth and QRS accordingly 
(if possible/required), and in general do whatever I can that doesn't rely on 
personal computers being usable. 


Also, I have experienced several situations myself lately on HF when SSB 
simply xdid not cut itx, but CW would have. Just this past weekend I was 
operating a special event club station, 7S SFJ. Twice I ended up in the 
situation that I could tell that "someone was there", but conditions did not 
allow anything but very rough copy at best. The first time it was a mobile 
station and I was happy enough to have another station willing to relay for 
us on the frequency (the pileup was just beginning to thin out a bit, and he 
was fading in and out) - the second time I wasn't that lucky, managed to get 
the call sign after much frustration and just said that well, sorry, 
conditions as they were at that point wouldn't allow much further contact. 
Had it been a contest, it would have been 59, but since it wasn't, it was 21 
to 31. In both of those cases, had I been able to go to CW, we would probably 
have been talking about 519 reports. To me, that kind of difference in 
readability a good enough reason to learn CW, regardless of whether it's a 
requirement or not. 


As radio amateurs I believe that we should be prepared to help others with 
communications when the usual means fail. If the best way to help people is 
by means of CW, FM, SSB, PSK31 or for that matter packet radio, line of 
sight, bouncing off the lonosphere, repeated or digipeated signals, really is 
of secondary concern. But when choosing a mode and band to use to communicate 
during an emergency, attention must be paid to the *total*x amount of power 
required to sustain the necessary communications - not just the RF power 
output - and what kind of power sources are available. If I was to make a 
choice for communications in what seems likely to become a prolonged power 
outage, and was to choose between 2 watt RF output PSK31 requiring a computer 
drawing 50 watts of power in addition to the transceiver, and 10 watts SSB 
with no other equipment necessary, I would probably pick SSB even though it 
might have a bit worse signal to noise ratio under some conditions, simply 
because the total required power is so much lower. 


To connect the dots here - I'm not against dropping the CW requirement. I'm 
not against CW either. It's a nice mode that certainly has its applications, 
just as SSB or PSK31 does. (I got many curious looks from visitors while 
working through that pileup as 7S SFJ, taking the time to exchange more than 
merely signal reports with each station.) And I plan to actually learn CW 
(and in fact am working on it), not only at the currently required 5 wpm but 
rather at a much more usable 15-20 wpm. I guess I could be a "cheapskate" and 
just wait for the CW requirement to be dropped in Sweden, too, and it may be 
before I really get my upgraded license, but at least then I can tell people 
that hey, I tried, and I know CW! :) That's more than some (quite a few) of 
those who have "Class 1" (with HF privileges) licenses here do. 


Let CW attract people for its (obvious as well as not-so-obvious) advantages, 
as well as the thrill of being able to use something many don't understand. I 
think that especially in recruiting young operators, that argument is one 
that is often forgotten, at least over here. It's, in a sense, a "secret 
language" that yet anyone who puts in the effort can learn - no different 
from computers, only that more people are regularly exposed to computers than 
Morse code these days. 


To attract new amateur radio operators, young and old alike, appeal to them. 
There will always be those who tune around the lower portions of the bands 
and wonder what all that beeping is about. As long as there are at least a 
few amateurs who utilize CW, there will be those who are exposed to it, and I 
find it hard to believe that no one who is ever exposed to CW after the 
requirement is gone will find it interesting, or mystifying. If that was the 
case, no one would use CW on VHF and up - but the fact is, there are several 
parts of amateur radio where it is close to a requirement. VHF/UHF DXing and 
EME come to mind, and I am certain that there are others.

Huh? I thought that 'Novice' meant ‘Novice and up', but maybe I was wrong. I 
have never had any reason to study the US regulations in any real detail. 


And remember, about the ONLY country that has such xregulation* in place 
these days is the US. Other countries are happy with referencing "the IARU 
band plan", or even not mentioning things like that at all in their 
regulations, and still there isn't anarchy on the bands. The Swedish amateur 
radio regulations, to give an example that I am familiar with, hardly specify 
anything but the band limits and a few administrativa like for example how a 
call sign is to be constructed, what the requirements for getting a license 
are, and things like that. 


If people don't xusex CW, yes, it will disappear with time, not much unlike 
spark gap transmitters did. The same goes for not promoting it. All of a 
sudden you won't be able to count on every operator on HF being able to copy 
CW just because they are on HF. (That's not a reasonable assumption today, 
either.) 


So, if you want to preserve your exclusive CW allocations, use them. If you 
don't, you can bet that they are going to get reallocated - hopefully, then, 
at least to other uses within the amateur radio service, and not commercial 
interests!

Nick, 

Have noticed the "randomness" of pops in 38Special rig, even after 
radical changes to mostly eliminate keying thumps. As always, 
debugging intermittent problems is VERY hard, and haven't got to the 
bottom of it. 

Have a few guesses on causes... 


Since the SW-40 has a good reputation for keying, the problem could 
be external to the rig. Power supply comes to mind. Try a stiff, well 
regulated supply that can handle lots of current (like over an amp). 
Sometimes RF gets into the regulating electronics, causing voltage 
fluctuations. 


Try a good 50 ohm dummy load - are the clicks the same? The 
transmitter may not come up nicely into an odd load. 


Are the clicks the same with the RF GAIN pot at max attenuation? 
Since the sidetone propagates thru the entire receiver, it could be 
overloading. 


Sometimes clicks occur because of wiring ground-loop problems. 
Depends on how the rig is mounted in the chassis, and how the 
jacks are wired (and how they're grounded). 

Its a radical step, but try the board out of the chassis, bare on 
the bench, with all jacks pulled too (floating off chassis ground). If 
clicks go away, you may have to ground-isolate some or all of 
the jacks. 


Careful alignment might make a difference. I'd check that all the 
parts are in the right place, with the right values. Check diodes are 
installed the right way around (especially the T/R diodes D7, D8, 

D9, D10, and the keying diode D5). There's always a chance that 

a part has failed but is visibly OK - that's a tough one. 


My bet is on power supply or groundloops.

If you talking truly backpacking into an area and setting up vs. car camping 
etc where you don't have to carry it all in weight will be important. 


If you are using the internal AA rechargeable batteries, I'd suggest the 
2000 mAH variety from Maha (actually I think they have 2200 mAH available 
now also) as the 817 is fairly power hungry on receive. I don't have a 
recommendation for a solar charger as I've never used one. 


The antenna is going to depend on where you are hiking. If there are trees 
available as antenna supports, I'd suggest an 88' Extended Double Zepp fed 
with light weight TV Twin Lead (available from Radio Shack) and a tuner such 
as the Norcal BLT. This antenna always seems to be a good multiband 
performer. George W5YR used these in the Fox Hunt last Winter and did very 
well. You might also consider ho you are going to hang it. I usually take 
along either my EZ-Hang, or a smaller sling shot, some fishing weights and 
at least 1 roll of fishing line (usually 30 Lb test). 


On the other hand, if there are no trees available, you will have to either 
take a support such as a long fishing poll or take along a small vertical 
such as a St. Louis Vertical or a Super Antenna's MP-1. If you go with the 
MP-1 get the extended base section for better performance. 


Paddle wise I really like the Palm paddles. They are light weight and have a 
very good feel to them. This is assuming that you want to run CW. 


Hope you have fun with whatever you decide! Operating portable while camping 
and hiking is one of my favorite parts of the hobby.

Most LCD displays use the Hitachi controller, or a clone, which dictates how 
you talk to it. The similarly-numbered displays from Emerging Display 
Technologies have controllers, although they don't say whose, and the 
arrangement of the data lines is typical of Hitachi controller LCD's, so 
it's a fair bet that it has a Hitachi controller or a clone. 


The only thing is, I couldn't find any 'C1' displays, and their numbering 
chart conveniently ignores what that means. 


I don't really know much about the raw LCDs, but any LCDs with controllers 
that I've run across all behave the same. I've even tried a couple with 
brand X controllers and they all seem to sing the same tune. Pretty fair 
bet that the pinout is a lot like the EW162COYMY. Also, the YMY apparently 
indicates a transmissive green LCD with a yellow-green backlight. Seems 
like the green LCD would be a little ugly on the yellow-green backlight. 


But for 2.49, probably worth trying it out.
